Salonika, Feb. 7.—Abdul Hamid, 
the deposed Sultan of Turkey, killed 


two of his Wives today and was locked 
up in a cell, violently insane. 

His struggles are so violent that he 
hag been put in irons, but he continu- 
ally raves and moans. 

The ex-Sultan killed his two wives 
with his bare hands. He chocked one 
of them to death, and then grabbed 
the other and hurled her against 4 
wall, The woman's brain Wag injur- 
ed and she died severa| hours later. 

Soldiers were then sent to imprison 
the ex-Sultan, but he, with insane 
cunning, expected this move and 
fought off all attempts to arrest him 
in his villa. Finally, after a territic 
struggle, in which he himself was 
severely injured, he was captured. 

Abdul Hamid is confined in a dun- 
geon beneath the Villa Allatine, 
which while set apart for him as a 
residence, ig in reality his prison. 
He was sent there in April, 1909, when 
the Turkish revolution brought about 
by the Young Turk party was finally 
completed and Sultan Mohammed V. 
ascended the throne. 

Abdul Hamid had reigne for thirty | 
years up to that time and had delug- 
ed his empire in blood. He wag not- 
ed for having tricked the diplomats 
of all Europe from time to time and 
had shocked the world by his sensu- 
ality and crimes, 

When Abdul was sent to the villa 
here his suite, which was allowed to 
accompany him, was composed of 
three Sultanas or full wives; four 
Cadines, or inferior wives; five Hal- | 

i fas, or housekeepers, privileged to go 
out of the harem; two princes, his

San Francisco, Feb, 7—Remark- 
able cures are said to thave been made 
in avvere capes of tuberculosis, pneu- 
monia and typhoid fever at the South- 
ern Paelfic hospital during the last 
month by & new method of treatment 
discovered dy Dr. Schafer, of Bak- 
erstield. 

Nine patients suffering from pneu- 
inonia were inoculated with a serum 
made from metabolic products given 
cf by pneumonia germs in progress 
at growth, In every case the patient 
was cured, several of the cures being 
within twenty-four hours. A tuber- 
culosis patient was pronounced cured 
within four days. Similar success 
with typhoid fever is reported.

COUNCIL WAS 
IN KINDLY MOOD 


QUITS CRITICISM OF COMMISSION. 
ERS AND RAISES SALARTHS 
INSTEAD. 


-——_ 


Disappointment was the lot of the 
Persons who crowded the council 
chamber ist evening in the expecta- 
tion that the excitementa of the last 
meeting of the council would be re- 
heated. Perfect harmony character- 
{sed the whole. meeting, and the un- 
Suspecting visitor, ignorant of the 
troubles of the last few weeks, might 
have been excueed for thinking that 
{nose genial aldermen were altogether 
incapable of heated controversy. it 
would have been an acute vision in- 
deed that could have detected even 
the faintest trace of a storm cloud on 
the horizon. There was no interchange 
of gibes and jeers between aldermen, 
and the commissioners enjoyed a 
caim that was undistutbed even by 
the faintest breath of criticism, Ald. 
Millar, who had »romised a motion 
to deprive the commissioners of some 
of the powers conferred tupon them by 
last year's council), said less than any 
other member present, and the much- 
discussed motion was not so much as 
menticned, 

“T have nothing to any,” was Ald. 
Millar’s response to an enquiry at the 
closa of the meeting as to his reason 
for abandoning the motion. He stat- 
ed, however, that it was not to be 
assumed that the motion ‘would not 
be introduced at a later date. He 


would not say positively, however, 
that it was his intention to introduce 
it. 

Increase Their Salaries. 


Having apparently abandoned the 
proposal to decrease the powers of 
the commissioners the council decided 
to compromise by granting two of 
them an increase of salary, in conse- 
quence of which the mayor will now 
receive $3,600, instead of $2,400, and 
Commissioner Butchart will 
$5,000, instead of $2,700. 

These benevolent impulses were 
more far-reaching even than this, and 
it was decided to give the city solici- 
tor $2,000 per annum instead of $1,- 
$00, subject to the condition that he 
must devote his whole time to the 
business of the city, and also under- 
take the work of city prosecutor. The 
secreiary-treasurer will receive $2,400 
Instead of $1,800, the assessor $2,500 
instead of £2,400. Increases may be 
granted to other officials at a future 
meeting.

In Saskaqwhewan — Conditions Are 
Serious, 


Regina, Fé. 7.—Up in Switt Cur- 
rent district horses and cattle are 
dying from want of feed. The on- 
"ire province is living from hand to 
mouth as regards fyel, and one more 
severe storm will put the entire pro- 
vince right up against it. for fuel.

IT WILL DEAL WITH TRANSPOR-

Ottawa, Feb, 7—In the Senate this 
afternoon, Sir Richard Cartwright in- 
troduced a bill respecting grain. He 
stated it was designed to deal with 
transportation, storage and inspection 
of grain. The measure wes a bulky 
one as it had been deemed advisable 
to reprint Manitoba Grain and Inspec- 
tion Act. The new matter embodied 
Was not extensive, though of import- 
ance and would be clearly indicated in 
the printed bill, As the measure was 
one of importance, he would give the 
Senate time for ite consideration and 
would move how for the first reading 
and set down second reading for a 
week hence, 

The bill was read for the first time. 
It provides for the appointment of an 
independent commission of three con- 
sisting of a chairman and two associ- 
ate commissioners all of whom are tu 
be named for the term of ten years. 
They will have the same extensive 
jurisdiction over transportation, in- 
spection and storage of grain that the 
railway cemmission has over rail- 
roags, They will have power to inves- 
Ugate and control all questions relat- 
ing to transportation, ingpection, and 
storage of grain and will have auth- 
ority to weigh and examine grain 
whenever they desire. 


To Indicate Terminal Eleviciors. 

ey will also have power to de- 
clare which are terminal elevators 
and in fact may so designate any 
elevator, With the consent of the gov- 
ernment and on appropriation being 
made for the purpose by parliament, 
the commissioners wil) have authority 
to acquire by a lease, purchase or ex- 
propriation any termina] elevators 
they may see fit or they May con- 
struct new elevators. They are given 
authority to employ experts and any 
necessary staff and are directed by 
the bill to create inspection divisions 
which they may alter as they see {it. 

The board is given authority to 
makes rules and regulations respect- 
ing grain without the consent of the 
gavernment being required. Railway 
and steamships are required to give 
free transportation to the grain com. 
missioners and the members of their 
staff. 

#evere penalty provisions are em- 
‘hodiea in the bill for mixing and for 
similar offences against the Grain Act, 
mines up to $20,000 may be imposed 
tor the first offence. It is provided 
that there may be imprisonment for 
such offences, 

A salary clause for the commission- 
ere Is left in blank to be filled in when 
the bill is in the commons.

NEW ENGLAND 
FAVORS TARIFF 


GOVERNORS OF RHODE ISLAND, 
NEW HAMPSHIRE AND VER- 
MONT ENDORSE TREATY. 


Boston, Feb. 7—Urging the propos- 
ed reciprocity agreement with Cana- 
da, a message from President Taft 
was read over the long distance phone 
hy his secretary, Charles D. Norton, 
to the members of the Massachusetts 
real estate exchange at their annual 
banquet. 

The mesmge from the president 
which was received with much ap- 
plause was as follows: “I regret that 
I cannot be present at your dinner 
and meet the New England governots. 


I note that the subject for discussion 
is New England's welfare. I believe 
that the welfare of New England is 


the some as the welfare of the nation 
and that both require the approval of 
the Canadian reciprocity. Best wish- 
es for the success of your banquet.” 


“We shall have reciprocity,”’ said 
Governor Foss, “we may not get it 
this winter, but it is coming. The 
people are demanding it. We may 
have to reconstruct the United States 
Senate to get it, but the people are 
already at work on that job and with 
the direct election of the Senators by 
the people, the people at last will get 
their will carried into effect.’’ 

In the opinion of Governor Pothier, 
of Rhode Island, reciprocity with Can- 
ada and the inland waterways are the 
most important prebviems confronting 
New England. “I am personally in 
favor of reciprocity,” he declared, 

Governor Head announced himeelf 
in favor of trade with Canada, but 
thought careful consideration should 
be given to the agricultural provisions 
of the agreement. “Don't bear down 
too hard on the farmers,” he said, 
“for if you do, it will be to your sor- 
row." 

May Change Agreement. 

Washington, Feb. 7—iAs a result of 
the growing belief that the paper and 
pulp provisions of the new Canadian 
reciprocity agreement will operate 
one sided to the benefit of the Domin- 
fon without a corresponding benefit 
to the United States, an important 
change is likely to be made by Con- 
gress in the measure before it is rati- 
fied. 

Paper manufacturerg and others 
who have studied the agreement close- 
ly believe that the language of the 
agreement is so drawn that the United 
States may be compelled to admit 
paper free before Canada complies 
with that part of the agreement. This 
has been presented to the ways and 
means committee of the House in 
such strong light that many membera 
of that committee are satisfied that 
the agreement between the two 
countries on the paper and pulp pro- 
visions is open ito a construction which 
will be-distinctly to ihe Gisadvantege 
of American manufacturers, 

Secretary Knox, of the State De- 
partment sent a letter to the commit- 
tee today stating that the commission- 
ers who framed the reciprocity ar- 
rangement had arrived at only a ten- 
tative agreement upon the paper 
schedule. It can be changed, he said, 
without defeating the rest of the 
treaty and its adjustment can be left 
to future negotiations or future ac- 
tion of Congress.
